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Abstract 


Four new gpecies of the subgenus Psudoxypous of the genus Oxyporus are descrbed and illustrated based on 


pecm ens collected fran Sichuan China Among than, Oxyporus (Pseudoxyporus) hanngrius sp nov. from Batang County, 
O. (P. ) jubngus p nov fran Julbng mdMuliCounts O. (P. ) pamjubngus p nov fran Q ngchuan County, andO. 
(P. ) xame sp nov fron M annng County. A key to he Chinese speces of the subgenus is provided

m edian bbe 

Fifem species of the subgenus are at presat 
known n heW ord of which 3 species have been 
recorded fran Chna _ butnot reported in Sichuan

Diagnosis The species is smikr to Oxyporus 
( Psudoxypous) longpes fron Jilm but can be 
recognized by yellow head and by black gots on 
head neck pronotum and abdan nal tergites 4-6. 

Descrption Body brownish yellow, surface of 
body ahost sooth and hnng mandbles black n 
imermargns one ellptral bhck spot on vertex, two 
ones n posterior part of pronotwm; propkura and 
sides of neck w ith a slightly rreguhr bhck pot elytra 
yellow at anterpr haft and posterpr black abdan nal 
terg ites 4-6 each wih a pair of subquadrate black spots 
on sides

Male Head subquadrate distnctly w ider than 
bng (ratio 1.6), wider (rato 1.2) than pronotm 
and amost equal n length gently arcuate behind 
eyes posterior angles obtuse eyes slightly large and 
convex temples longer than eyes seen fram above 
(rato 1.38). Antennae distinctly longer than head 


(ratio 1.65), segments 1-4 ebngate segnents 5-10 
transverse about 1.1 to 1.3 tmes as wie as long 
slightly asymmetrical and flattened, apical segment a 
little narrower than precednng segnent ( rato 0.

71) and narrower ( rato 0.58) than elytra 
hteral margns subarcauatly narrowed anterad and 
posterad widest at about anterior one fourth, disc 
amost mpunctate with tree depressions a 
transverse cbse to anterior margn, two oblique after
